La temporada vacacional de 
Semana Santa se avecina, y si 
usted piensa viajar a México por 
carretera en esta época, necesita 
tramitar lo que se conoce como 
Importación Temporal de Vehícu- 
lo, que consiste en introducir a 
México un automóvil con placas, 
O registro de circulación de otro 
país, el cual requiere un permiso 
temporal para permanecer y circu- 
lar de forma legal en nuestro país 
por un tiempo limitado. Para ello 
deberá presentar los siguientes 
requisitos: 

1. El Interesado no deberá 
tener adeudos por vehículos im- 
portados temporalmente y que 
no estén retornados a Estados 
Unidos. 

2. Los documentos que de- 
berá presentar para realizar el 
trámite son: 

» Tarjeta de crédito o débito 
Internacional a nombre del im- 
portador. 

¢ Título de Propiedad del 
vehículo, Registro, Carta Factura 
o Contrato de Arrendamiento. Si 
está a nombre de su esposo(a), 
hijo(a) o padres, deberá presentar 
el acta de nacimiento o de ma- 
trimonio según sea el caso. Si el 
auto es de la empresa en la que 
trabaja, deberá presentar el título 
de propiedad y comprobar su re- 
lación laboral con la empresa. Si lo 
está pagando, la carta que emita la 
empresa a la que se lo compró. 

» Si es mexicano: Tarjeta de 
Residente (Resident Alien), Visa 
que lo autorice trabajar en el 
extranjero, mínimo por un año o 
documento que pruebe su estatus 
de doble nacionalidad. 

¢ Si es americano: Pasaporte 
y calidad migratoria vigente, 
expedida por las autoridades 
mexicanas. 

e Licencia de Conducir: El 
trámite puede realizarlo en los 
módulos del Centro de Impor- 
tación e Internación Temporal 
de Vehículos (CIITEV) operados 
por BANJERCITO ubicados en 
la frontera norte de México. Así 
mismo puede tramitarlo en el 
Consulado General de Sacramento 
(1010 8th Street Sacramento, 
CA 95814) ya cerró la oficina de 
BANJERCITO en San Francisco. 
Puede hacerlo hasta seis meses
